Researching the life of 
Evita is an adventure in and 
of itself; it is alterna- 
tively fascinating and frus- 
trating. No two writers have 


had similar opinions about 
the woman, and there exists 
no scrap of information 


available which doesn't seem 


to be biased in one direc- 
tion or the other. History 
paints ¥.a = portray of two 
radically different women, 
and there seems to be noth- 


ing telling us about her 
that can be counted on as 
100% accurate. Nothing can 
be fully trusted, from arti- 
cles in Time Magazine to the 
jokes that circulated the 
Argentine bars while she was 
in power. I doubt’ severely 
that this column will be 
anywhere nearer to the truth 
than the reports upon which 
it was based, but I will try 
to at least approach Eva
